QUEEN 
POKARE’S 
BALL. 


Queen Pomare gave a ball at Papeete on 
the occasion of her son’s birthday. 
He 
was then heir apparent, so I suppose he is 
now King. 
All Tahiti was present at the 
hall. 
No special invitations were issued, 
and it was an understood thing that every 
one would attend. 
All the chiefs and 
chiefesses of the island and all the foreign­ 
ers assembled inside the palace, where 
European dances only were in vogue, while 
outside the humbler natives reveled in the 
Upa Upa, their favorite and national dance. 
Men of science have often propounded the 
very plausible éheory that dancing is sim­ 
ply pantomimic love-m aking; and cer­ 
tainly the Upa-Upa, as a primitive and 
original dance, goes far to prove the prop­ 
osition. 
It is a dumb show of courtship 
and matrimony. 
The musical accompani­ 
ment is somewhat dull and monotonous, 
but the dance makes up for such deficien­ 
cies. 
W ithout being specially graceful, it 
is the most exhilarating, exciting, suggestive 
piece of saltatory gymnastics imaginable. 
The 
motto 
of 
the 
noble 
Order 
of 
the G arter forbids it being called indecent ; 
hut it is unquestionably so natural that 
innocent indeed must be the spectator 
whose imagination is not fired thereby. 
The delight which the natives take in it 
cannot be exaggerated. 
They gather in 
crowds round the dancers, and laugh, 
chuckle, shriek, gesticulate, exclaim and 
roar in their merriment, as couple after 
couple pant and retire from the violence of 
the exercise. 
It has been said that the 
Tahitians are grossly immoral, 
The ac­ 
cusation is at least indiscriminate. 
They 
most strictly observe the fifth and sixth 
com m andm ents; 
and if the prohibition 
which forms the seventh article of the 
Doowloguo ia a flaad letter to them, surely 
nature or the inefficient labors of the mis­ 
sionaries are íd fault rather than the island­ 
ers, who love pleasure and are full of 
human kindness and generous affection. It 
was beautiful to see them sitting in thou­ 
sands beneath 
the bright moon—which 
shines nowhere so brilliantly as in Tahiti— 
singing the Psalm tunes. 
The words I did 
not understand, as they were vernacular ; 
but the effect was soothing, and even 
sacred, though I was told that the senti­ 
ments of their “ hymnomy,” as they call 
it, were 
very Upa-Upa-ish.—[Tinsley’s 
Magazine. 


PEANUTS 
AND 
THEIR 
PROFITS. 


As insignificant as the peanut business 
may appear to some it is nevertheless an 
im portant branch in the trade of all com­ 
mercial centers. 
The Providence Journal 
says : 
“ The profits to retail dealers are 
large, often 100 per cent. During and after 
the war peanuts were high and scarce be­ 
cause their cultivation was interrupted. 
The price in 1807-S was 83 and $4 per 
bushel, but the profits were the same, 
nearly, that they are now, but the con­ 
sumer was not so well pleased. 
I t is esti­ 
mated that 10,000 bushels are marketed in 
Providence every year. 
A large part goes 
to surrounding towns and factory 
vil­ 
lages. 
The crop this year is very large

N orth Carolina 5 per cent. 
Other parts of 
the South produce some, which is mainly 
for home consumption. 
Last year Tennes­ 
see produced 750,000 bushels, N orth Caro­ 
lina 120,000 bushels, and Virginia 1,350,­ 
000 bushels. 
The nuts marketed in New 
York and hereabouts are chiefly from V ir­ 
ginia, while those from the other Southern 
States find a m arket in the W est. 
W hen 
peanuts are scarce and high the African 
nut is imported, but with the present sup­ 
ply and low prices foreign nuts have no 
place in the market. 
Owing to the supply 
on hand from last year’s crop and the large 
production this year, it is believed that 
peanuts will be sold for $1 a bushel. 
Pea­ 
nuts are sold by dry measure by jobbers, 
but retailers sell by wine measure, making 
40 qaarts to the bushel. 
The value of the 
peanut crop of the United States for the 
last year was 82,150,000.

DRIVING CAPITAL OUT OF THE STATE 


UNPUNISHED* CRIME. 


Notwithstanding the sophistical state­ 
ments of the defenders of the new Consti­ 
tution, it is an incontestable fact that that 
instrument is operating to drive capital out 
of this State. Indeed it would be neces­ 
sary’, for the purpose of those who attempt 
to deny this, to assume that capitalists in 
California were wanting in business sa­ 
gacity, for it is perfectly clear that the 
Constitution, in its tax system, operates 
as a direct incentive to the emigration of 
this class of citizens, and in fact, as now con­ 
strued, leaves them no option in the prem­ 
ises. The provision of the Constitution 
which defines stocks and shares as prop­ 
erty possesses the peculiar repellent pewer 
referred to. It is not at all necessary, in 
considering its effects, to plunge into hair­ 
splitting arguments as to what property 
actually consists of. A simple illustration of 
the working of the law will at once demon­ 
strate its tendencies. Take the case of a 
corporation doing business in this State, 
and some of the members of which reside 
here, and others in Eastern States. Sup­ 
pose that these partners are equally inter­ 
ested in tbe property and share equal divi­ 
dends from it. The Eastern partners are 
not taxed upon their stock, and the Cali­ 
fornia partners are. The result Í3 that the 
actual profits of the Eastern partners from 
the property are annually greater than 
those of the California partners, and that 
the latter, if they remain here, roust do so 
at the cost of impoverishment. It is very 
evident that in a case of this kind the 
direct consequences of the California law 
must be to force the California members of 
such corporations as we have described to 
place themselves on the same level as their 
Eastern associates. They cannot afford to 
remain here and let their property be taxed 
out of their hands. They cannot afford to 
submit to a state of thingB which puts 
them at so serious a disadvantage in com­ 
parison with their Eastern associates. 
There is no reason why they should re­ 
main here to be plundered in such a man­ 
ner, moreover, and as men do not volun­ 
tarily abandon their plainest interests for 
no better purpose thau to gratify the com­ 
munistic itch of a parcel of demagogues 
and malignante, all who are in thiB situa­ 
tion will unquestionably leave the State, 
unless the present uujust and discrimi­ 
nating law is amended. Again, take the 
case of the railroads. They are at present 
taxed here on stock which represents the 
entire value of their property. That prop­ 
erty, however, is not taxed in California 
alone. On the contrary, it pays taxes in 
Nevada, and Utah, and Arizona, and Colo­ 
rado, and New Mexico, as well. The prop­ 
erty is taxed in all these States and Ter­ 
ritories, and then the paper representatives 
of all this property are taxed again in Cali­ 
fornia. No sane man, no man careful of 
his reputation for common sense, will dare 
to maintain that this is equal and just tax­ 
ation. Here is property scattered over 
half a dozen States and Territories, and 
taxed in each of them, and yet the stock 
which represents the whole of this already 
fully-assessed property is declared to be re- 
assessable in California, precisely as though 
the whole of the property had been situ­ 
ated within the jurisdiction of the State. 


The San Francisco Call published yes­ 
terday a catalogue of homicide» uummi lieJ 
in that city during the present year, 
twenty-five in number. Several of them 
were murders of peculiar atrocity and 
wantonness, and most of them suggest a 
full appreciation, on the part of the homi­ 
cide, of the impunity with which such crimes 
are usually perpetrated in California. The 
most appalling circumstauce, however, in 
this connection is, that not one of these 
twenty-lRre murderers has yet been con­ 
victed. The gallows stands idle, and all 
around the city lie the corpses of the vic­ 
tims of murder. The commuuity in fact 
appears to have no tenderness or sympathy 
save for murderers. No matter who is 
killed, he or she is at once hustled into 
oblivion, and all the efforts of the survivors 
are thenceforth devoted to saving the 
slayer. There is not another city of its 
consequence on the earth which can show 
so hideous, so shameful a record as San 
Francisco in this respect. There is not 
another community pretending to be civil­ 
ized which would have sat with folded 
hands through so bloody a year as this has 
been, and have done nothing to show 
its abhorrence of tbe atrocious crimes 
committed in its midst, or to tes­ 
tily its indieoation at the barefaced 
evasions of justice which is all the admin­ 
istrative machinery appears capable of. 
But the people of San Francisco do not 
seem to care enough about the reputation 
of their city, or for that matter about 
their own lives, to stir in the matter at 
all. And so assassination runs riot, and 
every week briDgs its fresh murder, and 
the jails are full of untried murderers, and 
when at last, after a year or two of delay, 
tbe cases come up in the Courts, nobody 
any longer expects conviction, or is sur­ 
prised at acquittals in the very teeth of the 
evidence. There have been some hints of 
late to the effect that if the Courts con­ 
tinue to fail to convict murderers a vigilance 
committee might be required. It is thus 
that a sluggish and apathetic community 
drifts from one wrong into another. The 
remedy is now and always has been in the 
hands of the people, and they have no ex­ 
cuse for resorting to illegal methods of 
redress. If murder has practically ceased 
to be a crime it is becanse the people 
have condoned it, and not until they return 
to their duty can the situation be im­ 
proved.

BOER VICTORIES. 
The BoerB, unfortunately for themselves, 
are having quite a series of successes. 
Their revolt was a surprise to the Colonial 
anthorities, who, however, are said to have 
had ample warning of it, and they are 
killing detachments of troops without sus­ 
taining much loss themselves. But the 
only effect of these slight successes will be 
to draw down upon them the vengeance of 
a power against which they are neces­ 
sarily iueapabie of maintaining a continu­ 
ous resistance, while their intemperate 
course will be held to justify the harshest 
treatment of them when they have been 
reduced. Of course it is only a question 
of a few weekB for this to happen, and 
then tbsir dream of independence will van­ 
ish, and they will find themse'ves very 
much worse off than they were before, the 
more especially ai they can no longer 
'* trek ” into the wilderness in search of 
«nexplered regions, as heretofore. 


This is not taxation, but naked robbery. 
Under no theory of taxation can the 
State lay claim to taxes for property situ­ 
ated beyond its boundaries, but this the 
State of California has actually done, and 
thus has forced the railroads not only to 
pay taxes upon the representatives of 
property as well as upon the property it­ 
self, hut upon the representatives of prop­ 
erty outside of its jurisdiction, and which 
has previously been taxed where it has its 
situs. In the face of such illustrations of 
the way the new scheme of taxation oper­ 
ates it seems mere wanton impudence for 
tie supporters of that system to con­ 
tend that there, is no danger of driving any 
capital from the State. The actual fact is 
that it must be impossible to retain in the 
State any capital which is exposed to the 
nefarious imposts of the new Constitution. 
Capital has not only to protect it­ 
self against impositions of this kind, but 
against the power which other capital 
acquires from being better situated. Cali­ 
fornia capital has been handicapped by the 
new Constitution. That instrument declares 
in effect that it shall not cam a3 much as 
the capital of New York can do. Could 
any surer method for banishing capital be 
devised ? Men will, nay must, go where 
the business conditions aro the best, and 
owing to the new Constitution the business 
conditions of New York are better than 
those of San Francisco. It is not at all a 
matter of sentiment, but of interest. No 
capital either can or will submit to the 
discriminations imposed upon it by the 
new Constitution. No wealthy man is so 
simple as to continue in a State where he 
is subjected to double, quadruple, sextuple 
taxation, when he can escape these 
acts of legislative confiscation by chang­ 
ing his domicile. Attempts havo been made 
by champions of the new Constitution to 
question the truth of the reports that cap­ 
ital was leaving the State. All such at­ 
tempts are alike false, dishonest, fatuous. 
No choice has been left capitalists in the 
matter. They are in fact literally evicted 
by the new Constitution and the revenue 
law made under it. The Legislature about 
to assemble has it in its power to remedy 
the most flagrant abuses of the present 
system of taxation, and we trust that it 
will recognize the need of such change. 
But assuredly unless it does, the coming 
year will witness such an exodus of capital 
from California as will not only condemn 
the State all over the world, but arrest 
its progress for the next generation at 
least.

GARFIELD AND HIS ADVISERS. 
Rumors about General Garfield and his 
Cabinet, and his relations with the “ stal- 
“ warts,” continue to beso contradictory 
and wild that we are justified in believing 
him to have successfully evaded the im­ 
portunities of the ubiquitous interviewer. 
A President-elect who can keep his own 
connsel at such a juncture mast have 
plenty of self-control and determination, 
and therefore we draw a good augury from 
the circumstance. 
Unceasing efforts are 
being made to force his hand, but he tells 
nobody anything, and conscqnently there 
is not a plausible foundation of any kind 
for predictions. Let ns hope that tbe new 
Cabinet, when it is announced, will de­ 
serve general approval as much as General 
Garfield's present reticence. 


RUSSIA AND CHINA 
England appears to be becoming alarmed 
at Russia’s preparations for war with 
China. It is no donbt true that Russia 
has during the past year dispatched a 
number of war vessels into the Pacific 
ocean, but it is hardly the fact that these 
vessels constitute a formidable fleet, armed 
with guns of tremendous caliberand range. 
They are for the most part gunboats, and 
we believe the largest is a corvette. They 
are no doubt sufficiently powerful and 
numerous to defeat any naval force China 
would be able to bring into action, with 


the exception of one or two large ironclads. 
In the event of a war, however, China 
might employ torpedoes to protect her 
principal ports, and as regards the pros­ 
pect of a Russian advance across Central 
Asia, with the purpose of subjugating the 
Chinese Empire, it is almost too absurd to 
require notice. Russia could not put one 
hundred thousand men into Turkestan at 
the present time. She could not carry 
half that force to the frontier of China. 
Should she attempt anything of the kind 
she would merely sacrifice her armies 
without effecting anything. The real dan­ 
ger of China lies on the Pacific, not in 
Central Asia.

The world has waited with impatient 
curiosity for the correspondence of George 
Sand. Word comes from Paris that a col­ 
lection of her letters will be published 
soon, but that a part of her correspond­ 
ence will not be made public for many 
years to come. 
We havo received a poem entitled,

As Aram- 
burowas striding toward his dressing-room 
he was halted. “ You cannot pass.” “/o 
non canto" (I don’t sing.) “ Yes you do, 
or else you go to pri on. ” The last word 
had a wonderful effect on the recusant 
tenor. “ Prijioneprv/ione!" he repeat­ 
ed. in dismay, and, snatching up his hat 
and sword, hurried on to the stage and 
finished his part. Aramburo is the same 
man who last year left Her Majesty’s Op­ 
era Company in the midst of the season in 
New York, and returned to Europe. 
Not the least welcome evidence of the 
growing liberality of the age is to be found 
in the increased toleration of and enlarged 
views regarding theatrical representations 
as a means of amusement. And this as­ 
cendancy of the rational over the irra­ 
tional, the liberal over the illiberal, is not 
synonymous with demoralization, immedi­ 
ate and irretrievable. On the contrary, it 
is the most convincing proof of the rapid 
advance of national civilization and en­ 
lightenment. We know that this is rank 
heresy, viewed theologically, bnt common

Indeed, we feel the true 
and noble mission of the drama is just 
dawning upon the minds of thousands of 
good people who have heretofore regarded 
ft, in all sincerity, as a device and a snare 
of his satanic majesty. And this is, and 
should be, a source of general satisfaction, 
for the power of the drama as a means of 
moral culture and mental improvement be­ 
ing once realized, it will be speedily puri­ 
fied and utilized to the utmost limit in ad­ 
vancing and encouraging the good and 
rendering disgusting and repulsive the evil 
in human nature.—[Turf,-Field and Farm. 
THE YUBA DAM. 
The Marysville Appeal of December 
30th furnishes the following : 
A week ago during the high water and 
heavy rains a small portion of the earth­ 
work connecting the brush debris dam with 
the high bank on the north side was dam­ 
aged by washing, as the water eddied back 
toward the brush dam in order to escape. 
It was not then and is not now considered 
as a cause for alarm or worthy of public 
notice, and the spreading of false reports 
over the State. But Borne of the Chico 
papers that are opposed to the public im­ 
provements, jealouB of anything which 
works more directly to the benefit of Ma­ 
rysville than Chico, and some other papers 
that are disposed to be fair but are eager 
for news, obtained from an entirely irre­ 
sponsible source and published a very ex­ 
aggerated and incorrect report of the con­ 
dition of the dam, and the injnry to result 
from the damage to the earth-work con­ 
nection. Some of them, with apparent 
exaltation, even announced that the dam 
had washed away. If they are willing to 
accept and print all stories that may be 
circulated from such sources they will 
probably be more than once deceived. The 
fact of the matter is that the dam is still 
there and faithfully doing its work. The 
top of a portion of the earth-work, before 
mentioned, has floated off, but the water 
has not cnt to the base of the bank and is 
still within a foot or taro of the top of the 
dam all the way across, and running over 
it in places. The end of the dam next to 
the washed earth-work is well protected 
by a crib of logs and is not injured or en­ 
dangered. Tbe river . is still falling, and 
when the storm ceases for a few days and 
the water lowers, the anthorities intend to 
put a force of men at work, repair the 
damage, rectify the mistake and strengthen 
the point at which the water worked the 
injury. This tbey can certainly do after 
the water is lowered, as the injured place 
is away from the main channel and dam. 
The brush will certainly stay there, and 
the authorities have no fear whatever thst 
the damage will not be repaired and the 
great structure continue to be a success.

$8,000 each are also recommended for similar pur­ 
poses in all other Pacific coast States and Territories.] 
For survey of the Pacific coast under the Super 
intendent of the Geodetic survey, $180.000. For 
river and harbor improvements—Oakland harbor, 
$150,000; Wilmington harbor, $33,000; Coos Bay 
harbor, 00,000; Sacramento river, 800,000; Sau 
Joaquin river, $50,l00; Petaluma creek, $20,000; 
Cascades of the Columbii nver, $50,000 ; Willamette 
and Columbia rivers, from Portland to the s«a, 
including the bar at the mouth of the Columbia. 
$50,000; to protect the beach at Fort Adams, 
$20,000 ; upper Columbia and Snake rivers, $50,000; 
upper Willamette and Yamhill rivers, $53,000; 
lower Clear ’.Vater, Idaho, $10,000. 
(Note.—All the foregoing river and harbor esti­

R em arkably Lucky R ailroad A ccident. 
O maha, December 30th.—This morning, as the 
express train from St. Louis was approaching Coun­ 
cil Bluffs over the Wabash road, an accident oc­ 
curred six miles east of that place. As the train 
wound round a curve the rails spread, and oue rail 
broke. The trucks of tbe baggage car,and the forward 
trucks of the reclining-chair car aud dining car left 
the rails and ran on the ties for some little distance, 
when the dining-car went over an embankment twelve 
feet high, landing on its side. In turning over it 
broke the coup; inga at both ends, leaving the 
sleeper in the rear and the rest of the train forwrard 
on the track. The passengers had just had break­ 
fast, and had gone into the others cars, bnt tbe em­ 
ployes of the dining-car—two waiters and two 
cooks—and the conductor went down with it, and 
were more or less bruised, scratched and wounded, 
but none of them were seriously hurt. They im­ 
mediately crawled out of the door. The forward 
part of the train stopped on the trestle work of a 
bridge twenty feet high, the engine having got on 
the rails again and pulled the tram after it by means 
of frogs. The whole train was got on the track 
agaiu except the dining car, and in half an hour 
the train proceeded on its way to the Union Pacific 
transfer. The dining car is considerably damaged. 
It was a remarkably lucky accident, and it was 
fortunate that the train was running rather slowly.

Chicago, December SOih.—A Time* Boston s e- 
cial t y«: The Western Union Telegraph Company 
has for six week* been experimenting between this 


city and New York with a new invention, whereby 
five messages may be simultaneously sent from each 
end of the line, and so far, it is said, the contrivance 
has proven satisfactory. The principle involved is 
that which underlies Professor Elisha Gray’s tele­ 
phone, that by the vibrations of tuuiug forks tones 
of a different pitch can be sent over the wire simul­ 
taneously, and separated at the receiving end by an 
ingenious contrivance. The vibratory tuning fork 
at the receiving end is made to break the circuit so 
as to deliver a message in the Morse alphabet. The 
W'estem Union Telegraph Company is said to have 
offered the inventor $150,000 if he shall succeed in 
using one wire for four simultaneous messages dur­ 
ing two months, and $25,000 for each line of message 
superimposed after that. As stated above, six weeks 
of tbe trial ¡9 successfully passed, and it is stated 
that on the 21st instant five operators in New York 
and five in Boston, using one line, sent and received 
2,130 messages, er 40 per hour for each man.

The Trouble In Ireland. 
London, December 30th.—Barrack accommoda­ 
tion in the country is insufficient for the increased 
number of soldiers, and temporary barracks will 
therefore be fitted up at Pathkeal, Limerick county, 
and Ennistymon, Clare county, for a detachment of 
Infantry, each comprising two officers and fifty men. 
Another detachment will be sent to Loughrta, Gal­ 
way county, as soon ss quarters have been pro­ 
vided. 
THE STATE TRIALS—TESTEBDAT'8 PBOCEKD- 
11» GS. 
Dublin, December 30th.—Tbe State trials are 
rather dull and small interest is evinced. One of 
the jurymen was half an hour late, and was threat­ 
ened with £100 fine on the scoond offense. Tbe At­ 


torney-General continued his review of the speeches 
of Dilion, Biggar, ct al., and declared that the tra* 
versera had conspired for a communistic purpose. 
Mr. Law completed the reading of seventy-seven 
£ .tracts from speeches of the traversers, showing 
that they all counseled the people to withhold their 
rent. He then quoted the judgment of Chief Justice 
Cockbum, to the effect that conspiracy was an act 
of two or more persons conniving to injure a third 
party, and that it was not necessary that the act to 
be done be criminal. A mere combination to effect 
a civil injury would come within the law. He 
wished to read the opinion of Daniel O’Connell on 
the proposed strike of farmers against a rent-roll, 
but this was not allowed by the Court. Law pro­ 
ceeded to explain the punishments which the trav­ 
ersers advocated for those who took the evicted 
farms, fuid declared that one of the traversers had 
been continued in his post as a paid agent of the 
Land League after having held persona up by name 
to popular execration and murder. He dwelt with 
much effect on the point that the traversers had 
given prominence to a statement that if 30,000 per- 
syns were enrolled in the Land League, no army 
could enforce the land law’s. Law’s speech was not 
concluded when the Court rose. 
A large number of the constabulary and Gov­ 
ernment reporters who took notes at the meetings 
of the Land League are in attendance at the trials. 
A barrister has been sent to the west of Ireland 
in behalf of the traversers to collect evidence for 
the defense. 
MORE BOYCOTTING—CHARGED WITH ANOTHER 
MURDER. 
London, December 30th.—Fresh cases of boycot­ 
ting are reported from Ireland. 
Patrick Henellv, arrested at Tipton charged with 
the murder of Lord Mountmorris in Ireland, Sep­ 
tember last, it is claimed is the man who recently 
shot an Irish laborer near Birmingham, and acted 
under orders of a secret society. He is the son of a 
butcher living near the scene of the murder of 
Mountmorris. 
PUBLIC INTEREST ABATING. 
D ublin, December 30th. —Public interest in the 
Irish State triáis is considerably abated. There is 
little or no excitement in the neighborhood of the 
Court, and a large number of Irisn members of Par­ 
liament, who attended Tuesday, did not appear 
Wednesday.

Amsterdam, December 30th.—Tho dykes between 
Nifcinvimk arid Veymen, province of North Brabant, 
are broken, and eighteen villages are flooded. Tbe 
damage by the inundations is immense. A com­ 
mittee for the relief of the sufferers has been 
formed. 
The Hague, December 30th.—A very gicat num­ 
ber of cattle and sheep have been lost by the break­ 
ing of dykes between Nieunkuik and Vlymen 
The Boer* A ttack a B ritish Fori. 
Cape Town, December 30th.—The B >ers formed 
two camps near Potcliefatroem, on the 17th instant, 
and on the 20th 200 mounted Boers and 1,000 foot 
attempted to capture the fort, which was occupied 
by 300 soldiers.

Is” said one of the beat-natured dealers in 
the street. “ They are as different as men ; in 
buying a horse you must look first to his 
bead aud eyes for signs of intelligence, tem­ 
per, courage and honesty. Unless a horse 
has brains you can’t teach him anything, any 
more than you can teach a half-witted child. 
See that tall bay there, a fine-looking animal 
about fifteen hands high. 
You cau’t 
teach that horse anything. Why? Well 
I’ll show you a difference in heads; but 
have a care of his heels. Look at the 
beast’s head—that rounding nose, that 
tapering forehead, that 
broad 
full 
place below 
the 
eyes. 
You can’t 
trust him. 
Kick ? Well, I guess so! 
Put him in a 10-acre lot, where he has 
plenty of wing, and he’ll kick the horn off 
the moon.” The world’s treatment of man 
and beast has the tendency to enlarge and in­ 
tensify bad qualities, if they predominate. 
This good-natured phrenologist could not re­ 
frain from slapping in the face the horse 
whose character had been so cruelly deline­ 
ated, while he had but the gentlest treatment 
for a slick-limbed sorrel that pricked her ears 
forward and looked intelligent enough to un­ 
derstand all that was being said. “ That’s 
an awful good mare,” he added. “She’s 
as true as the sun. You can see breadth 
and fullness between the eare and 
eyes. You can’t hire that mare to act mean 
cr hurt anybody. The eye should be full, 
and hazel is a good color. I like a small, thin 
ear, and want a horse to throw his ears well 
forward. Look out for the brute that wants to 
listen to all the conversation going on behind 
him. The horse that turns back his ears till 
they almost meet at the points, take my word 
for it, is sure to do something wrong. See 
that straight, elegant face. A horse with a 
dishing face is cowardly, and a cowardly brute 
is always vicious. Then I like a square muz­ 
zle with large nostrils, to let plenty of air to 
the lungB. For the underside of a head a 
good horse should be well cut under the jowl, 
with jaw-bones broad and wide apart under 
the throttle. So much for the head,” he con­ 
tinued. “The next thing to consider is 
the build of the animal. Never buy a 
long-legged, stilly horse. Let him have a 
short, straight back and a rump, and you’ve 
got a gentkman’s horse. The withera should 
be high, and the shoulders well set back 
and broad, but don’t get them too deep 
in the chest. The forelegs should be short. 
Give me a pretty, straight, hind-leg, with the 
hock low down, short pastern joints and a 
round mulúh foot. There are all kinds of 
horses, but the animal that has these points 
is almost sure to be sightly, graceful, good- 
natured and serviceable. As to color, tastes 
differ. Bays, browns and chestnuts are the 
best. Roans are very fashionable at present. 
A great many grays and sorrels are brought 
here for shipment to Mexico and Cuba. They 
do well in a hot climate under a tropical bud, for 
the same reason that you find light-colored 
clothing most serviceable in summer. That 
circus horse behind you is what many people 
call a calico horse ; now, I call him a genuine 
piebald. It’s a freak of nature and may hap­ 
pen anywhere.”—[Scribuer’s Monthly.

T h e B ig a m y C a s e.—The argument in the 
Landes-Finn bigamy case was heard by 
Judge Denson yesterday, commencing at 10 


A. M., and occupying the day. The Court­ 
room was crowded, and remained so until the 
case was closed. 
The case was argued by C. 
L. White and District Attorney Buckley 
upon the part of the prosecution, and by C. 
P. Jones for the defense. A t the close of 
the argument of counsel the Judge remarked 
upon the principal points of the case, during 
which he stated that he thought a great deal 
of untruth had been given in the testimony.

K 0TES ON EDUOATION. 


There is at Union College an increase in 
the number of Btudeuts of from 20 to 25 
per cent, over 1879. 
The public schools of Maryland are mak. 
ing good progress, having increased during 
the past year in the number of buildings, 
teachers and pupils, and in the average 
attendance. 
Two evening schools for girls and women 
were opened in Milwaukee lately and with 
remarkable success. 
Many of the pupils 
were middle-aged and married w om en; 
and a large proportion were Germans eager 
to learn English. 
The new order of college government at 
Amherst provides for regular reviews, 
which will take the place of the usual ex­ 
aminations, each student being ranked ac­ 
cording to his standing in these, rather 
than from an examination at the end of the 
term. 
Some of the school officials of St. Louis 
are endeavoring to make the study of pen­ 
manship more thorough in their schools. 
They propose to make the pupils write out 
their reading lessons after reading them, 
the teacher to supervise as closely the 
writing as the reading. 
It is reported as probable th at the Bos­ 
ton School Committee will order th at no 
married woman shall be employed as a 
teacher except by favorable action of the 
Board upon a report of the division com­ 
mittee, stating the reason in eacli case why 
suCh appointment should be made. 
The great tem ptation of the Oxford 
scholar, the Pall Mall Gazette says, is to 
be too nice. 
He is dominated by a fear 
th at he may be, or somebody may think 
him, commonplace. 
He does not care to 
speak what is not fit to print. 
All his u t­ 
terances are to be remarkable for their wit 
or their profundity. 
The Hebrew Union College is to be es­ 
tablished permanently in Cincinnati, where 
a house has been purchased for its accom­ 
modation. 
The institution is maintained 
by voluntary subscriptions. There are only 
three Hebrew colleges in this country— 
one in New York, one in Philadelphia and 
the other is th at in Cincinnati. 
The trustees of the proposed School of 
Applied Science have determined to begin 
almost immediately and in the modest form 
of a preparatory Bchool, the work of the 
institution. 
The surplus income will be 
saved and invested from year to year until, 
with a real demand for au advanced scien­ 
tific school, there will be funds to estab­ 
lish it. 
Harvard has now 1,364 
students—8 
more than last year. 
There are 15S in­ 
structors in all departments. 
Tbe most 
noticeable gain is in the scientific depart­ 
ment. 
Last year it had only 16 students, 
this year it has 37. 
The post-graduate 
department is in a highly flourishing con­ 
dition. 
The number now studying for the 
higher degrees is 36. 
The evening read­ 
ings from the ancient and modern classics 
are open not only to the members of the 
University, but also to the public. 
The School Superintendent of Columbus, 
Ohio, does well in urging th at less money 
be spent in brick and mortar and in the 
business departments of public education, 
and more upon the departm ent of instruc­ 
tion. 
He holds, and wisely, th at the 
number of teachers in all the citieB and 
large towns should be increased one-third. 
When the people, he adds, are willing to 
bear the expense of emplo3’ing the best 
teachers, the number of whose pupils shall 
be limited to tw enty or at least thirty, 
there will be an immeasurable gain in de­ 
velopment, learning and efficiency over 
what is now- obtained in 
the present 
crowded condition of the schools.

HOW ALTOONA CAME INTO EXISTENCE. 


When yon want to go anywhere in this 
country vou simply get on the Pennsyl­ 
vania P,ailroad and go there. 
There are 
several other railroads in these parts, but 
as the “ Pennsy ” runs to the same place, it 
amounts to the same thing. 
One time, the 
hrakeman was" telling me, the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad Company wanted a good 
site for the location of its great shops. 
It 
found the place it wanted on the east side 
of the Alleghany Mountains, on a beautiful 
plateau. 
That was just forty years ago. 
There were not many people living on that 
plateau in 1840. 
One daring pioneer and 
his family were monarchs of the unbroken 
forest that covered it, and three log huts 
hidden away in the shadowy recesses of 
forest were all the indications of civiliza­ 
tion to be found there. 
The railway com­ 
pany sent out an agent to buy the whole 
plateau, with written instructions to pay 
§10,000 if necessary. 
The agent came, 
he found the pioneer, he put up at his un­ 
pretentious log hut, he told him all the 
new stories from the city, he wrought him 
into a good humor, and the settler finally 
made ready to sell at $0,000, considering 
himself amademan at that. Butwhilehewas 
talking business his good wife was straight­ 
ening up the stranger’s room. 
She found 
a package of papers; womanly curiosity 
prompted her to open the unsealed en­ 
velope, she read the agent’s instructions. 
She called her husband into the kitchen in 
a very few moments, and she did what 
nine women out of every ten do for their 
husbands ; she made more money for him 
than he ever dreamed he would be worth ; 
more than he ever could have made if he 
hadn’t had a wife. 
When the settler re­ 
turned he told the agent that real estate 
had picked up a little during the past ten 
minutes, and he couldn’t think of taking 
less than $10,000 for his claim. 
There was 
nothing else to be done ; swearing wouldn’t 
help the matter. 
The $10,000 was paid. 
Four thousand dollars of it belonged to the 
woman, but I never heard whether she got 
it or not. 
Ten years later the Pennsylvania 
Railroad began buildiDg its shops on the 
plateau, and now the city of Altoona has 
upward of 20,000 inhabitants, three or four 
newspapers, seventeen churches, as many 
schools, and one convent, the largest rail­ 
road shops in America, and the Logan 
House, a hotel the size of Rhode Island. 
When I was there I slept in the northeast 
county of it, too—only eleven miles from 
the clerk’s desk.—[Burdette, in the Hawk- 
eye. 


A SOLDIER WHO F0ÜND 
$130,000, 


Ezelot, the French soldier who found 
the £20,000 which M. Pages lo3t in the 
Northern Railway station in Paris, lias 
communicated to the Courier de l Aime 
the particulars attendant on his good for­ 
tune. They are very interesting, and show 
how some men are bom to fortune, some 
achieve fortune, and some have fortune 
thrust upon them. 
Ezelot was walking 
through the railroad station with two eom- 
radop, when they noticed on the floor a pack­ 
et wrapped in a newspaper. They kicked it 
along before them for some distance, and 
when Ezelot was getting into the train, 
going home on short leave, one of his com­ 
rades, picking up the packet, thrust it 
into the canvas forage-bag slung at his 
side, Ezelot going on his way without hav­ 
ing perceived the little pleasantry. 
Ar­ 
rived at Neuilly, where his parents live, 
his mother, emptying the forage-bag, dis­ 
covered the bundle and thinking it was a 
packet of old newspapers, put in on the 
table in the kitchen. 
There it remained 
for four or five days, till a married sister, 
calling in and seeing the packet, was moved 
by an unwonted curiosity. 
Opening it, she 
discovered documents representing, the 
£26,000, the loss of which M. Pages had 
advertised throughout Europe. The Eu­ 
ropean papers are not, however, read at 
Nenilly, where the Courier d el A Uine doubt­ 
less has it all its own way. 
The soldier 
and his parents not knowing what else to 
do, followed the provincial Frenchman’s 
instinct, and had recourse to the Maire. 
That 
functionary communicating with 
Paris, speedily brought down M. Pages, 
who, gratefully paying the promised re­ 
ward of £1,000, went off with his oddily 
recovered treasure. 
It would be an inter­ 
esting supplement to the narrative if we 
could have record of the feelings of the 
soldier who thrust the packet upon Ezelot, 
when he heard the sequel to the little joke.

W a g n e r ’s L a s t W o r k .— Richard Wag­ 
ner has written a curious treatise, sug­ 
gested by the experience of the hungry 
multitude at Bayreuth four years ago. 
Two out of every three of the pilgrims 
complained that they could not get enough 
to eat in the little town, and Wagner, after 
much pondering over this phenomenon, 
came to the conclusion that the majority of 
human beings eat a great deal too much. 
He announces that his “ Parsifal ” will be 
executed at the Bayreuth theater in the 
summer of 1882, and hopes that the mul­ 
titudes who flock to it will not sensualize 
their artistic perceptiveness and receptivity 
by greedy care about meat and drink. Hu­ 
manity requires, the poet-musician con­ 
tends, a grander and simpler food. 
He 
appeals to his reverent disciples to re­ 
nounce the enjoyment of 
demoralizing 
flesh-meals, and to strive in future to con­ 
tent themselves with “ the higher food,” 
that is, with vegetables only. 


The Jesuits having attempted to re enter 
Portugal, whence they were expelled in 
1759, the Government has instructed the 
provincial aud colonial Governors to watch 
over the strict enforcement of the decree 
of 1834, abolishing all religious orders.
